“We recommend the rejection of 
this bill as a needless, futile, and ut- 
terly dangerous abandonment of 
constitutional principle. 

“It was presented to the congress 
in a most intricate form and for 
reasons that obscured its real pur- 
pose. 

“It would not banish age from 
the bench nor abolish divided de- 
cisions. 

“It would not affect the power of 
any court to hold laws unconstitu- 
tional, nor withdraw from any judge 
the authority to issue injunctions. 

“It would not reduce the expense 
of litigation nor speed decision. 

“It is a proposal without prece- 
dent and without justification. 

“It would subjugate the courts to 
the will of congress and the Presi 
dent and thereby destroy the inde. 
pendence of the judiciary, the only 
certain shieid of individual rights. 

“It is a measure which should be 
so emphatically rejected that its 
parallel will never again be pre- 
sented to the free representatives of 
the free people of America.” 

Informed Washington correspond- 
ents were of the belief that the bill 
hasn’t a chance of being passed, 
even with amendments. It seemed 
not unlikely that, due to the confu- 
sion and conflict over White House 
proposals and statutes, there would 
be an adjournment of this session of 
congress shortly, perhaps to recon- 
vene in special session beginning 
November 1. The breathing spell 
would give the administration an 
opportunity to align its majority 
more solidly behind the President’s 
desired legislation, to improve the 
lot of the underprivileged.

“An entirely new and different ap- 
plication blank has been prepared

gal papers. 

ssxplaining the new policy in con- 
nection with application for Old 
Age Assistance, Dr. Lloyd's state- 
ment says in part. 

“In the past considerable difficulty 

ated for the Division of Pub- 

ance, due to the fact that 
y applicants for assistance per- 
mitted some friend or relative to 
sign their applications. This, of 
course, was not in conformity with 
the rules and regulations of the Di- 
vision of Public Assistance which 
require that actual legal signature 
of an applicant shall be submitted. 
fo meet this situation, the Division 
had to provide a special signature 
card to supplement the annucation 
blank, The new application form, 
by securing the actual signature of 
the applicant, will eliminate this 
difficulty. 

“By having each applicant for Old 
Age Assistance submit a sworn 
statement as a part of his applica- 
tion, the Division of Public Assis 
tance will be able in the future to

The Fall Garden 


(By John 8. Gardner, Kentucky Col- 
lege of Agriculture) 

In June we may plant the fall 
garden in spaces where earlier vege- 
taxes stood. Crops that can mature 
before frost will be of value, and 
it is better than letting these spots 
grow up in weeds. An important 
fall garden crop is beets. Sowing 
time for beets to store for the win- 
ter is anv time in June, still early 
enough for moisture to be present 
in amount to sprout the seed, Once 
up, the seedlings take care of them- 
selves, even in dry, hot weather. It 
may be that the fiea beetles will need 
needing only spraying with Bor: 
fighting, but that is not difficult 
deaux mixture, to which an a 
cal should be added to take 
any chewing insects that may 
present at the time. ‘1wo sprayings 
are usually enough, the first while 
the plants are in seedling stage, and 
the second, two weeks after. 

The ground should be prepared in 
the same way as when the sprin 
sowing of beets was made. If it 
can be had, some manure should be 
worked into the seed bed, and f 
Ulizer used besides. If the soil is 
of easily workable texture, the man- 
ure may be omitted. Good fertilizer 
to use is 3-8-6, 4-10-4 or 5-10-5, and the 
amount should be one pound to 30 
feet of row, spread over a band 10 to 
12 inches wide. The seed bed 
should be 6 inches deep, to offer 
reservoir for any showers that may 


| fall. 


The seed should be sown at the 
rate of one ounce to 50 ft. of row ,in 
rows 2 feet apart or from any other 
crap. When the seedlings ‘are all 
up, thinning should be done to leave 
a stand of from 1 1-2 inches to 2 in- 
ches. Hand weeding should be 
done in the rows, to remove all com- 
petition for moisture, often scarce 
at this season. Besides, the middles 
should be cultivated, shallowly, but 
to cover them completely: The | 
soil surface should be left level, 
further to conserve moisture to the 
beets. No “hills” cr ridges | hould 
be made.
